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First Pick May Be A Surprise 


While it appears on the surface the Bears will 
either go after a wide receiver or a cornerback on 
the first round, due to the injuries sustained by vete- 
rans Dennis McKinnon and Leslie Frazier, don’t be 
surprised if the Bears look elsewhere on Draft -Day. 

Just take a look at what happened last year. No- 
body figured the Bears would go after a defensive 
lineman on round one and they picked the Fridge. 
He’s turned out to be one of the most famous 
choices in draft history. In round four last spring, the 
Bears selected placekicker Kevin Butler. People 
thought the team was crazy because they already 
had an excellent kicker in veteran Bob Thomas. But 
Butler proved his value last year by leading the NFL 
in scoring. 

THE POINT IS THE Bears will go into this draft 
looking for the best players, regardless of position. 
Sure, they want a cornerback and a wide receiver 
to replace the injured duo. But they’re not about to 
spend a first-round draft choice on a player just be- 
cause of his position. 

Since Mike Ditka was named head coach of the 
Bears in 1982, the team’s track record in the draft 
has been phenomenal. Just look at those first-round 
picks: QB Jim McMahon, WR Willie Gault, OT Jim 
Covert, LB Wilber Marshall and DT William Perry. 
All five of these players have had a major impact on 
the success of the team, and two have them have 


played in the Pro Bowl. 

Ditka has made the draft an integral part of his sys- 
tem for success. Last year, six of the club’s nine draft 
choices made the roster. And two of those picks 
came in rounds nine and 11. 

UNDER THE DIRECTION of Bill Tobin, the Bears’ 
player personnel department had done a 
phenomenal job finding players at all levels. Many 
teams can make good choices in round one. But 
when you start finding quality people after round 
three, you’re doing one heck of a job. 

Not only as Tobin and his staff done a tremendous 
job on Draft Day, but they have also found some top- 
notch players who weren’t drafted. Frazier and 
McKinnon are perfect examples. Both were 
bypassed in the draft, and were signed by the Bears 
as free agents. It’s hard to believe nobody wanted 
to take a chance on these guys in the draft. Last 
year, the Bears signed QB Mike Tomezak as a free 
agent. His future looks very bright. 

It’s hard to say what types of players the Bears 
will find this year. But | can guarantee you every play- 
er drafted, and every free agent signed, will have a 
legitimate chance to make ‘this team. Ditka has 
proven he doesn’t bring bodies into camp just tor 
the heck of it. He gives every player an equal shake 
on making the team. Nobody can complain about 
that.

Frazier, McKinnon Out For Season 
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Bears Have 11 Picks in April 29 Draft 


The Bears will have 11 selections in the NFL Draft of 
college players, which will be held on Tuesday, April 29 
beginning at 7 a.m. CDT. 

Due to their victory in the Super Bowl, the Bears will 
pick last in every round but the 12th. Last season, they 
traded their 12th-round pick to the San Diego Chargers 
in exchange for punter Maury Buford. 


THE TAMPA BAY Buccaneers, who posted the worst 
record in the NFL last year (2-14), will lead off this year’s 
draft. Because Cleveland selected QB Bernie Kosar in a 
supplemental draft last year, there will only be 27 selec- 
tions in this year’s first round. : 

While the Bears still have a few weeks to decide whom 
they will select in the draft, it is apparent they will try to 
fill the holes vacated by CB Leslie Frazier and WR Den- 
nis McKinnon. Both players will miss the entire 1986 sea- 


son due to knee surgery. 

“There is no question the wide receiver and cornerback 
positions have to be a high priority for us in this draft,”’ 
says general manager Jerry Vainisi. 

BILL TOBIN, THE Bears’ director of player personnel, 
adds, ‘‘We will draft cornerbacks both in quantity and 
quality.” 

While the Bears would like to move up in the first round 
to grab a player who won't last until the 27th pick, team 
president Michael McCaskey says the Bears aren't going 
to play giveaway via a trade. 

“‘We’re hungry to move up, but we’re not going to over- 
pay for it,”’ he said. 

As has been the case for the past two years, this draft 


» will be held all in one day. Last year’s draft lasted over 


18 hours and ended after 1 a.m. central time the follow- 
ing morning.

When cornerback Leslie Frazier sustained a severe 
knee injury in the second quarter of Super Bow! XX, the 
Bears’ brass realized it may be without his services for 
the entire 1986 season. 

But no one in the organization ever considered that 
another crucial member of the club would be shelved for 
the entire 86 season. However, after WR Dennis McKin- 
non underwent arthroscopic surgery on his left knee for 
the third time in two years, the doctor who performed the 
operation:told the Bears McKinnon would need a year off 
to completely recover. 

““THE SURGICAL technique requires 10 to 12 months 
of healing,"’ says trainer Fred Caito. McKinnon’s surgery 
was performed in early February by Dr. Lanny Johnson 
of East Lansing, Michigan. He is the same doctor who has 
performed knee surgery on RB Walter Payton and DE Dan 
Hampton. Both of those players, however, only needed 
a few months of recovery time. 

Frazier had reconstructive surgery on his left knee to 
repair ligament damage. His surgery was performed by 
Dr. William Clancy of Madison, Wisconsin. 

“His rehabilitation process will take nine to 10 months,”’ 
says Caito. 

A FEW OTHER Bears have also had arthroscopic sur- 
gery since the Super Bowl. Safety Gary Fencik had sur- 
gery to repair cartilage damage in his left knee. Defensive 
tackle Steve McMichael had surgery to repair cartilage 
damage in his right knee. Fullback Calvin Thomas need- 
ed cartilage repairs on both knees, and linebacker Jim 
Morrissey needed some scar tissue cleaned up in his left 
shoulder. All of these players are expected to completely

Caito says that the WR Brad Anderson sustained an an- 
kle injury in camp playing basketball recently, but as of 
press time for this issue, it had not been determined how 
serious the injury is. 

All of the players who finished the season on injured- 
reserve have completely recovered, and all of them are 
expected to participate in the team’s mini-camp in May. 


Nothing New With Dent 


Despite threats of going to the USFL, the Bears have 
still not reached agreement with defensive end Richard 
Dent on a new contract. Dent, the MVP of Super Bowl XX, 
has been trying to get a new coniract since the end of the 
1984 season. He has an option year left on the original 
contract he signed after being drafted in 1983. 

General manager Jerry Vainisi met with Dent's agent, 
Everett Glenn recently but the two sides did not come to 
terms. Glenn has also met with Jerry Argovitz, the presi- 
dent of the New Jersey Generals of the USFL. But the 
Generals backed off when they learned of Dent’s option 
year with the Bears. 


Vainisi is also busy negotiating with eight other Bears’ 


free agents. They are G Mark Bortz, DB Dave Duerson, 
TE Pat Dunsmore, DB Gary Fencik, DB Lesie Frazier. QB 
Steve Fuller, FB Matt Suhey and LB Cliff Thrift. DB Jeff 
Fisher, who would have been a free agent, retired to join 
Buddy Ryan’s coaching staff in Philadelphia.

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Receivers, DB’s Should Top Bears’ Draft List

Try asking the New England Patriots for some ways the 
Bears might go about improving their squad in the upcom- 
ing draft, and they’re likely to put you in front of the firing 
lines at Lexington and Concord, where a question like that 
would be as welcome as a visit from the Redcoats. 

On the surface of what the Bears accomplished this sea- 
son, you would think the Patriots would have a point. Af- 
ter all, how do you try to improve a team that triggered 
the greatest offensive explosion in Super Bowl history, and 
a defense that was as unyielding as any naval blockade 
the Patriots of old may have employed against the British. 

WHEN THE CURTAIN went down on the storybook sea- 
son, the last chapter reflected an awesome balance and 
a nucleus of youth and experience that would gear itself 
up for an encore. Then came the epilogue and suddenly 
the draft has emerged as a needed source to replenish 
the loss of two vital cogs of the '85 powerhouse. 

Wide receiver Dennis McKinnon will not play in ’86, and 
- Leslie Frazier’s surgically repaired knee will not allow him 
to even run until mid-November, with odds favoring he too 
will be a spectator in ‘86. What their fate has done is 
eliminate all speculation from wondering what the Bears 
will zero in on during the draft. Pull out the game films 
of the top collegians at the wide receiver posts and at cor- 
nerbaek, for this draft can no longer be thought of as a 
luxury draft in which the Bears can look to the future. 

It would have been nice to think about finding the ulti- 
mate future replacement for Walter Payton, by concoct- 
ing a deal with Tampa Bay for the first pick and selecting 
Bo Jackson. Other than getting Jackson to abandon his 
number 34 jersey which he wore at Auburn, there wouldn't 
seem to be much difficulty working him into the line-up. 
But fantasize the Bears can't, so just as the Bears are turn- 
ing to wide receivers and defensive backs, so will the 
BEAR REPORT. 

THREE OF THE best receivers in the draft are all 
projected to go high, so the Bears still may need to trade 


up, since they have the last pick courtesy of their Super 
Bowl victory. 

Tennessee, which has turned into a factory for manufac- 
turing wide receivers, is prepared to deliver Tim McGee 
to the NFL. This former teammate of Willie Gault would 
love to line up opposite the Bears’ speedster and let Jim 
McMahon rare back and fire. 

“That would be excellent to be Choser by the Bears, 
and the situation they are in because of injuries to 
receivers would make the situation a very opportunistic 
one for me,” said McGee, who made the Tennessee 
squad as’a freshman during Gault’s final year. By the time 
he finished his career last fall, McGee had rewritten the 
record book for receivers, captured All-SEC honors his last 
two years and earned All-America status his senior year. 

“| TALKED WITH Willie a lot during the past season 
and he didn’t seem to mind that | broke his records. He 
tells me he’s still the best,’” joked McGee, who hauled in 
123 passes in his career, 15 of those going for touch- 
downs. Both are career highs in the Volunteer record book. 

- If McGee is gone before the Bears get a chance to pick, 
they may not have to worry about looking as far south as 
Tennessee. Just a couple hours down the road on Inter- 
state 57 in Champaign resides one of the greatest pass 
catchers the NCAA has ever seen, Illinois’ Dave Williams. 

Number one among wide receivers last season with 85 
receptions, Williams is the second all-time leading receiver 
in NCAA history with 245 catches for nearly 3,200 yards. 

“1D LOVE TO come to the Bears. It would give the fans 
who cheered for me at Illinois a chance to see me play 
more since Chicago is only a few hours away,” said Wil- 
liams. He feels confident he could be the most appropri- 
ate compliment for Gault. 

“With Gault on one side and all that great speed, the 
defense is automatically stretched out. That leaves holes 
all over the place which would allow me to cut right across 
the middle and make the tough catches underneath,’’ ana- 
lyzed Williams. He set a Big Ten mark this past season 
when he caught 16 passes against Purdue.

Williams, who caught 101 passes his junior year, the 
second best mark on the single season stat sheet in NCAA 
history, brings an attitude that coach Mike Ditka would find 
comparable. 

“VD REALLY FIT in with the Bears because | would 
really fit in with Coach Ditka. He plays fo win and that's 
the way | play. | hate losing and that’s the way | play. \'d 
just love to play for him,"’ congluded Williams. 

Receivers don't get to carry the ball from scrimmage 
very often, unless the end around is called. But Colore- 
do's Ron Brown may have raised his stock inthe upcor 
ing draft when his versatility was showeased in his final 
year. 

He was the Buffaloes’ big play man during his junior 
year when he caught 29 passes for 673 yards and five 
touchdowns. Brown averaged 23 yards per play during the 
'84 season. But Colorado turned to the wishbone offense 
this past fall and Brown found himself in the backfieid, 
where he rushed for an average of nearly six yards per 
carry, totaling 524 yards. 

NOT ALL WIDE OUTS would have been so agreeabie, 
and some may have been more concerned over what the 
move would do to their receiving stats and ways to impress 
the NFL scouts. But Brown turned the possible negative 
into a positive. 

Playing out of a running back position helped me 100 
percent. It gave me great experience in running against 
the great linebackers and made me a more well-rounded 
receiver. My running and blocking skills were improved 
to where | feel | could fit into the NFL,” said Brown. 

His top asset is obvious. He’s already shown he has the 
character to do whatever it takes to win. 

‘t COULD SHOW the Bears |’m a team player, and | 
have the ability to be a big-play man. That tells me I'd fit 
in somewhere with the Bears, because they showed me 
all year that they’re a big-play team,’’ explained Brown. 
After getting into nine games as a freshman, he went oft 
to start every game his final three years. '

When Leslie Frazier crumpled to the turf on Super Bow! 
Sunday, it was the only dark moment of the team’s bright- 
est victory. But when word came later that the veteran cor- 
nerback would be lost for next season, the Bears knew 
they'd have to start doing their homework in a hurry if any 
encore was to be produced. 

Ditka says he feels confident with Reggie Phillips and 
Ken Taylor, a pair of second-year pros who saw only little 
action last year, challenging each other for the position. 
But to fuel the competitive fire, the Bear management 
could decide to give Ditka a third option if it went to the 
podium on draft day and selected one of the NCAA’s pre- 
mier cornerbacks&, 

IT WOULD BE ironic if the Bear's selected a corner- 
back in the first round, a position the now-departed Bud- 
dy Ryan so coveted during his tenure as defensive 
coordinator. But Washington's Vestee Jackson would be 
an outstanding candidate.

off 13 passes in his career with the Huskies and by his 
junior year had earned a spot on the roster of the All Pac- 
Ten team after leading Washington in take-aways. 

‘| just want to get the chance to prove myself. | have 
seen by his actions in the past that Mike Ditka is not one 
to keep players around just because they are veterans,’’ 
said Jackson, who earned a trip to Hawaii to play in the 
Hula Bowl after this past season. 

“I'd like to think | could fit right in with the Bears in nickel 
back situations,’ added Jackson, who feels very confident 
about his one-on-one play on the corners. 

ALTHOUGH NOT RUNNING track any longer after es- 
tablishing himself as a threat in the long jump with a best 
of 23 feet, and a 51-foot leap in the triple jump, Jackson 
is working out with the track team to retain his good speed. 

“Working with the track team is helping me to improve 
that explosion with my first step and improve my overall 
quickness,”’ noted Jackson. He is excited about the 
challenge he would readily accept if the defending Super 
Bowl champion Bears were to choose him in the draft. 

From lesser known Cal-State Fullerton comes Mark Col- 
lins. But only the best corners survive in the Pacific Coast 
Athletic Conference, where the pass is perceived as the 
top weapon of the leaque’s teams. 


NOT RECOGNIZED AS a flat-out burner, and one who 
may even wind up playing safety as a pro because of his 
smarts and eye for the ball, Collins intercepted 20 pass- 
es in his career. His seven interceptions as a sophomore 
proved to be a personal high, but the declining number 
of pick-offs later in his career only reflected the respect 
of rival quarterbacks, who weren't willing to throw in his 
direction. 

“I'd be very happy to be selected by the Bears. Com- 
ing to a team that has just won the Super Bowl, I'd con- 
sider it an honor to just make the team.'They’ve got a real 
young team, despite being the world champs,’’ marveled 
Collins, who at 5-10, 200 pounds, played one-on-one and 
bump.and run with the best of them, and came up to the 
line to hurt people? 

“The Bears are real physical and | think | could fit in 
with them like a glove on a hand, because the Bears have 
the type of personnel that makes it easier to play the cor- 
nerback position. The rush they get from their front four 
and their linebackers really impresses me,” added Col- 
lins.

Who would have thought less than a month following 
their stunning Super Bowl victory that the Bears’ draft 
needs would be more glaring and critical than they were 
a year ago? 

With the news that both cornerback Leslie Frazier and 
wide receiver Dennis McKinnon will miss the entire 1986 
season rehabilitating from knee surgery, it becomes pain- 
fully clear how difficult it is to repeat. Already, the Bears 
of 1986 have a more serious injury problem than did the 
Bears of 1985 and they are still seven months away from 
playing a game that counts.

Supér Bowls since the Steelers of the 70s?

When the Bears drafted William Perry a year ago in the 
first round, they had needs at wide receiver and corner- 
back, but they were not pressing needs. They chose to 
pass up Florida State receiver Jessie Hester in the first 
round and felt they could wait until the second round to 
land SMU cornerback Reggie Phillips. They didn’t get a 
receiver until TCU’s James Maness in the third round. 

The Bears were confident that McKinnon and Ken 
Margerum would rebound from 1984 knee surgeries and 
that Frazier would come back from his 1984 foot injury. 
_ They were right. 

NOW, THE NEED becomes much more urgent. They 
are confident that Phillips can replace Frazier. But who 


can replace McKinnon? 

Even if Margerum comes back stronger in 1986 and 
wins a starting job, who replaces Margerum? Unfortunate- 
ly, the collegiate crop of wide receivers is thin this year. 
But if someone whom the scouting department likes is 
there on the 27th pick on April 29, there won’t be much 
suspense in the Bears’ draft room. There are only 27 picks 
in the first round because Bernie Kosar already went to 
Cleveland in a supplemental draft... 

The Bears have been impressively successful in the ear- 
ly rounds of recent drafts. They have hit on nine straight 
first-round picks in the last seven years — Dan Hampton, 
Al Harris, Otis Wilson, Keith Van Horne, Jim McMahon, 
Jim Covert, Willie Gault, Wilber Marshall, and Perry. But 
all except Wilson, Gault, and Perry were selected in the 
first half of the first round, where the “‘can’t misses”’ are 
supposed to be chosen. 

MORE IMPRESSIVE HAS been the Bears’ ability to 
strike it rich on the ‘‘in-betweeners’’ of the second round 
— Matt Suhey, Mike Singletary, and Mike Richardson. The 
only second-round bust of the last seven drafts was Rick- 
ey Watts, and not for lack of talent. 

Personnel director Bill Tobin and his staff have the ability 
and the conviction to stamp players with a final “‘Bear 
grade” and stick with it regardless of what other teams 
or scouting combines think. The Bears graded Phillips 
higher than most other people did, for example. They grad- 
ed Perry higher than most other people. They graded 
Richard Dent higher than anyone else did. 

Tobin said there are five players in this year’s draft who 
have higher grades in the eyes of the Bears than they do 
in the eyes of most. That means the Bears might be able 
to land three of them. Maybe one or two is a wide receiver. 
McKinnon came as a free agent, but Tobin was trying to 
sell him in the later rounds of the 1983 draft. If there’s 
another one out there, Tobin won’t have trouble selling 
this time. 

SOME PROSPECTS: 

Wide Receiver — Tim McGee of Tennessee is not like- 
ly to slip through 26 teams and allow the Bears to’pair him 
up with another fomer Volunteer, Gault. Illinois’ David Wil- 
liams is another prospect who will not last as long as older 
brother Oliver, whom the Bears drafted instead of McKin- 
non in the 12th round of 1983. Others: Ron Brown, Colora-

do; Ernest Givins, Louisville; Walter Murray, Hawaii; 
Reggie Bynum, Oregon State; Lew Barnes, Oregon. 

Cornerback — An average to below-average crop fea- 
tures Washington's Vestee Jackson, SMU’s Rod Jones, 
Texas Tech’s Carl Carter, Texas-Arlington’s Tim McKyer, 
Nevada-Reno’s Pat Hunter, Fullerton State’s Mark Col- 
lins, Arkansas’ Kevin Wyatt, North Alabama’s Lewis Bil- 
lups and Bruce Jones, and Indiana State's Vencie Glenn. 
Obviously, not all are first-round candidates, but the Bears 
could start glancing their way at the end of the second, 
third, and fourth rounds. 

Tight End — Although it will be difficult for more than 
six rookies to land jobs on the 1986 Bears, a tight end 
could have achance. Again, the crop is described as “not 
great.’’ USC’s Joe Cormier, Michigan’s Eric Kattus, Michi- 
gan State’s Butch Rolle, Illinois' Cap Boso, Vanderbilt's 
Jim Popp of Libertyville, Auburn’s Jeff Parks, Alabama’s 
Thornton Chandler, Stanford's Greg Beatty, and 
Houston’s Carl Hilton are in the bunch. 

Offensive Linemen — The Bears have room for a young 
lineman and the crop is outstanding, especially among 
tackles. North Carolina State’s Joe Milinichik, Virginia's 
Jim Dombrowski, and West Virginia’s Brian Jozwiak would 
be welcome additions for any team of “‘Grabowskis.’’ Il- 
linois’ Jim Juriga, USC’s James Fitzpatrick, and Texas’ 
Gene Chilton also are among the top group. 

Running Back — The running back crop could be thicker 
than the linemen. It is full of familiar names, starting with 
Auburn’s Bo Jackson, who will be available to the Bears 
only if he is dumb enough to sign a baseball contract be- 
fore April 28. As long as Walter Payton can walk, the Bears 
will be solid at running back, but what if ailing Ohio State 
star Keith Byars slips through because no one wants to 
take a chance on his broken foot? lowa’s Ronnie Harmon, 
Florida’s Neal Anderson and John Williams, LSU’s Dal- 
ton Hilliard and Garry James, Notre Dame's Allen Pinkett, 
TCU’'s Kenneth Davis, SMU’s Reggie Dupard, Washing- 
ton State’s Rueben Mayes, and Arizona State’s Darryl 
Clack all might be inviting targets on the 27th pick. 

Quarterback — The Bears don’t seem to be in the mar- 
ket for a quarterback, unless they can find one who runs 
back kicks. They wouldn't have to look past the Big 10 
for the top prospects. Purdue’s Jim Everett could be first, 
with lowa’s Chuck Long and Illinois’ Jack Trudeau also 
first-rounders and Indiana’s Steve Bradley not far behind. 
BYU's Robbie Bosco is another first-round possibility. 

Defensive Line — Another defensive lineman? Last 
year’s surprise pick of Perry proved that a good team never 
can hire too many defensive linemen and the defensive 
linemen can’t get too big. Oklahoma’s Tony Casillas, Syra- 
cuse’s Tim Green, Alabama’s Jon Hand, Oklahoma 
State's Leslie O'Neal, and Boston College’s Mike Ruth 
are among the top names. : 

Linebacker — Another linebacker would have a hard 
time sticking on a team with two Pro Bowl starters and 
Wilber Marshall. Kansas’ Willie Pless is this year’s ver- 
sion of Singletary — only 5-912, but determined. Nebras- 
ka's Jim Skow, Texas’ Ty Allert, Florida’s Alonzo Johnson, 
and Washington's Joe Kelly are among the best prospects.

Bill Tobin Has Superb Track Record 


Drafting Last Will Test Perso 


Around Christmas time each year, you frequently hear 
the complaint, ‘‘What do you get for the guy who has 
everything?” Well, it's not Christmas but it is shopping 
season for the Super Bowl champion Chicago Bears and 
coach Mike Ditka would seem to have everything a guy 
could want. 

As draft day approaches, trying to shop for Ditka be- 
comes the job of Bill Tobin, the Bears’ director of player 
personnel. In his first two drafts in that post, Tobin 
produced William Perry, Reggie Phillips, Kevin Butler, Wil- 
ber Marshall, Ron Rivera and Shaun Gayle among others.

Can the Bears improve on their overall 18-1 record from 
such a low spot in the pecking order? Well, if they are go- 
ing to challenge the Steelers, Dolphins and Cowboys of 
the 1970's as dominant teams in the NFL, they must. 

It always seemed the Steelers got better even though 
they drafted last, didn’t it? How about Dallas getting Ever- 
‘son Walls? it can be done. All it takes is superior scout- 

' ing and the guts of a riverboat gambler. 

The Bears will select some players nobody has ever 
heard of. They'll be looking for the Richard Dent’s of the 
eighth round. Bill Tobin has been searching all season. 
At Green Bay in 1973-74, Tobin helped draft players like 
John Brockington, Chester Marcol and Willie Buchanon. 
In his third year as director of player personnel, Tobin 
could establish himself as the league’s new Gil Brandt with 
a solid 1986 draft. He is young enough to have ambition 
and that might mean a GM’s chair down the road. That’s 
because as Super Bowl champs, the focus is on Chicago 
and Bears’ personnel. It’s amazing what one Super Bowl

Some of those picks took guts to make. McMahon went 
ahead of Dan Marino, Gault had Olympic track aspirations 
and Marshall was said to be wrapped up with the USFL. 
As for Perry, everybody laughed on draft day and ESPN 
analysts said his selection was the worst of the first round. 
Guess who’s laughing now? 

There are some serious problems to take care of be- 
fore the 1986 campaign gets underway. Leslie Frazier is 
gone from one of the most crucial positions on the defense, 
cornerback. Dennis McKinnon is also out for the year. He 
has undergone enough knee surgery to last a lifetime in 
only three seasons. Mike Hartenstine will be 33 on open- 
ing day and Gary Fencik will be 32. ; 
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ANOTHER VARIABLE IN the selection process will be 
the status of holdouts Todd Bell and Al Harris. Bell would 
take the pressure off the secondary with his return and 
Harris would provide depth at both linebacker and defen- 
sive end. 

Another factor to consider will be the players who 
finished the season banged up. Steve McMichael is one 
and Hampton is another. In addition, McMahon's celebrat- 
ed back problems could return with the next blindside hit. 

All of these factors must be judged, rated and assigned 
priority by the Bears’ scouting department. It’s their job 
to provide the players, not the contracts or the health. In 
recent drafts the Bears have decided to go unconventional 
and it has paid off handsomely. They took what appeared 
to be risks to some but were solid choices to the Bears’ 
people. ' 

GOOD DRAFTING INVOLVES more than stopwatches, 
upper body strength and bench pressing records. It’s a 
gut feeling on the part of the men making the decisions 
because you can’t see or measure a player's heart. That's 
when guys like Bill Tobin earn their pay. 

On the surface, it would appear that cornerback and 
wide receiver loom as the Bears’ top priorities in the 1986 
draft. Perhaps a special teams player or two wouldn’t hurt 
either. But beyond the talent of the player, the Bears don’t 
want to draft someone who will upset the chemistry that 
made this team Super Bow! champs. They will also be 
drafting attitude. - 

When Wilson and Marshall sat on the bench as rook- 
ies, a problem could have developed with players of less- 
er character. But Wilson and Marshall kept their mouths 
shut, worked hard and learned, waiting for their turn to 
come. When it did, they were ready. That’s the kind of at- 
titude the Bears must continue to draft. 

Passing the highly-publicized All-American for the guy 
from Podunk U. who can help the club is the hardest 
choice a scout must make. But it’s in the success of those 
kinds of choices that Super Bow! champions are made.

Following the ancient adage that states, “The biggest 
room in the world is the room for improvement,”’ the Bears 
finished the dream season of ’85 by being better than just 
one of the best. They, of course, emerged as the best. 
But can the Bears, as a team, get even better? 

In 1984, the Bears put together some impressive num- 
bers which included a divisional title and a berth in the 
conference championship game. To make sure com- 
placency would not set in, Coach Mike Ditka erased any 
false hopes for those who thought they had earned job 
security by editing his roster by nearly 25 percent. 

ELEVEN FIRST-YEAR players performed for the Bears 
this past season and earned those head-turning Super 
Bow! rings they’ll be wearing in a few weeks. The bum- 
per crop of rookies, free agents and USFL refugees made 
sparkling debuts in the NFL and none of them could be 
nominated for the cleanest uniform of the year award. 

Fans who cringed during that Bear-San Francisco title 
clash in January of ’85 knew their Bears would be back, 
and some obvious weaknesses would need to be correct- 
ed if the Bears were to be given a real shot to unseat the 
champs. But would as many as 11 players unseat the ad- 
mirable veterans that raised the Bears’ status to that of 
contenders? 

Ditka didn’t go to Platteville with the idea to pink-slip 
11 veterans. He launched training camp with an objec- 
tive of putting the best football players together on a team 
that would emerge as world champions. To accomplish 
that task, the new talent that entered stage left wound up 
being mainstays in the production. 

_ “| THINK PERIODICALLY you have to make changes. 
You have to continue to inject new life into it. If you don’t, 
you're going to have some problems,” said Ditka, as he 
took time to reflect on the efforts of the newcomers and 
the impact they made on the championship season. 

“You look.at a lot of great football teams and they wind 
up letting all their players get old at one time, and you say 
why did they do that?’’ questions the coach. ‘‘They say, 
‘well, he’s played well in the past,’ but they don’t stop to 
think that somebody else could play and maybe even bet- 
ter if we got them on the field.” 

When it was-all said and done at the end of this past 
season, no one was missing the 11 players that had been 
replaced. For the newcomers Ditka put on the field made 
the most of their chance. Not all 11 first-year Bears cracked 
the starting lineup. But due to Ditka’s belief that back-up 


' players are more than just names to fill out a depth chart 


in a program, they earned a position on the football team. 
| THINK IT’S important that the players in our back-up 
positions be players who are capable of being starters. 
If we don’t think they’re capable of being starters, then 
we have to replace the back-up people,”’ says Ditka. 

As the video states, William Perry was of course a 
rookie, but no dumb cookie. But the jury is still out on the 
so-called experts who mocked Ditka and company for 
choosing the ‘‘Fridge’’ in last year’s draft. 

‘‘He came in here with a lot of strikes against him. Not 
only from ESPN, but from people in our organization who 
didn’t use good common sense in evaluating him proper- 
ly,”’ noted Ditka. ‘‘Perry wound up proving this year that 
he’s not only an excellent defensive football player, but 
he’s also a very valuable asset to our football team in terms 
of what he can do (on offense) in goal line situations.” 

WHETHER IT WAS an opposing linemen in his way, 
or the barking of a commercial director on a TV set, Perry 
kept his concentration, satisfied all comers and never let 
the hoopla that surrounded him get in the way of his num- 
ber one obligation. 

‘He handled the whole situation about as good as any- 
one possibly could,” said Ditka. ‘‘The year he had could 
have turned the heads of a lot of people, but not this kid. 
He was in there tough.” 

While Perry was everything a first-round draft choice 
could possibly be, fourth-round pick Kevin Butler found 
himself in a training camp showdown with 10-year vete- 
ran Bob Thomas, who was coming off his best season. 
Butler wound up justifying the faith that Ditka had in him 
when he decided to keep the Georgia All-America kicker 
and release the incumbent. 

“KEVIN IS ONE of those kids that has the ability to go 
above and beyond being an average or good kicker. He 
can be a great kicker. | think he can’lead the league in 
kicking for years to come and that’s a mouthful right 
there,’’ said Ditka. 

‘ However, there is always room for improvement, which 
Ditka is continuously aware of, even if he does feel Butler 
deserved to be the NFC’s kicker in the recent Pro Bowl. 

“| think what he has to do is improve his ability on longer 
field goals and on kickoffs. He’s got to be consistent on 
kickoffs. He’s got the leg, there’s no question there, but 
he has to get his form down,”’ added Ditka. Last season,

Butler made good on all 51 of his extra point attempts, 
and split the uprights on 31 of 38 field goal tries. Three 
of those six misses came from between 40 and 49 yards 
out and three more misses were from 50 or more yards 
away. 

WHILE PERRY AND Butler emerged as starting per- 
formers, rookie cornerback Reggie Phillips scored one of 
five Bear touchdowns in the Super Bow! via his intercep- 
tion return. He was playing only because of the knee inju- 
ry to starter Leslie Frazier. With Frazier doubtful for the 
entire '86 season, Phillips will need to get more than just 
his feet wet and Ditka is not! fretting over the conse- 
quences. 

“| liked what | saw in Reggie. His toughness and his 
confidence both grew as the season went on. There is the 
question about his athletic ability. 

“It will be just a matter of having him recognize certain 
offensive formations,’’ said Ditka. He feels the intercep- 
tion return for a touchdown in Super Bowl XX will carry 
over as a big confidence builder for Phillips when camp 
begins next summer. 

In Ken Taylor, Ditka has another first-year player, a free 
agent find, that will push Phillips for that starting corner- 
back spot. Taylor has also proved he can find the foot- 
ball, intercepting three passes in minimal action during ’85. 

“KENNY NEEDS A good overall conditioning program 
to build his body up more for the coming year,”’ said Dit- 
ka. ‘‘Kenny is productive. | like guys that are around the 
football. That’s important. So | think when it’s all said and 
done, he’s going to figure very prominently in our plans 
and not just to return punts.” 


Ditka is high on the skills of Keith Ortego as a punt 
returner because of his steady hands. He also likes the 
former Southland Conference all-star from McNeese State 
because he can provide depth for the Bears at the wide 
receiver slot. 

“He was very steady and had real good concentration. 
We all felt very secure with him back there returning punts, 
but he can also catch the ball as a receiver over the mid- 
dle. He has a lot of heart. We just have to work him in 
there,’ added Ditka. 

ROOKIES IN THE NEL, but veterans of pro football af- 
ter stints in the USFL, tight end Tim Wrightman and guard 
Tom Thayer made their long-awaited debuis in Bear uniw 
forms last year and Ditka welcomed their return. 

Wrightman shared the tight end duties with Emery 
Moorehead, catching 24 passes for an average of 17 yards 
a pop, and he scored one touchdown. 

“Tim just had a tremendous year. You can’t say enough 
about him. | think he appreciates where he’s at and | think 
he’s going to develop where he’s just going to get better 
and better,’ noted Ditka. He relishes the fact that in 
Wrightman, he has two “‘first-siring” tight ends. He’s con- 
fident enough to alternate both Wrightman and Moorehead 
and still get the level of effectiveness which he needs from 
that position. 

LOCAL HERO THAYER, from Joliet, was another origi- 
nal Bear pick. With nothing more than a breather, he came 
right to the Bears’ gamp following the '85 spring-summer 
agenda of the USFL. 

“We thought we lost a good football player when he 
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On Vince Tobin’s first day as the Bears’ defensive coor- 
dinator, one of his players the last three years called him 
“the Buddy Ryan of the USFL.”’ But he’s not Buddy Ryan. 
He won't try to be. 

“If a 46 defense is a good defense, we'll play it,’’ coach 
Mike Ditka said. ‘‘But it will never be called the 46 defense 
in Chicago again.”’ 

THINGS WILL BE different. That's all anybody knows 
for sure. They won't necessarily be bad. 

Ditka kept pointing out that the league's best defense 
hadn't left the Bears, just its coach. Ryan didn’t take any 
players with him to Philadelphia when he became head 
coach. He said they had an aggressive defense before 
Ryan and they will have one after him. 

That had to be comforting to the players. Their biggest 
fear was that Ditka would replace Ryan with a safety-first 
defensive coach, with a style of bend but don’t break. They 
had developed contempt for other defenses that dropped 
back in deep zones that gave receivers room to catch the 
ball in front of them. If anew coordinator had asked them 
to do that, they would have rolled their eyes, snickered 
and cried. He would have lost them. 

‘‘WE WERE DEFINITELY aggressive,’ said Sam Mills, 
the Baltimore Stars inside linebacker who likened Tobin 
.to Ryan, Mills was Tobin’s Mike Singletary their three years 
together in Philadelphia and Baltimore of the USFL. 

““¥ou know how Buddy Ryan’s defense has more or less 
dominated?” Mills said. ‘‘We were the same way. It was 
because of coach Tobin. We had an offensive type 
defense. It doesn’t just sit back. They kind of go after you.” 

Another Stars defender, safety Mike Lush, noticed the 
similarity vividly when he watched the Bears shut out the 
New York Giants in the playoffs. He called Mills and said, 
‘Boy, they're running blitzes just like us.” 

““CHICAGO RUNS SOME blitzes where you can’t real- 
ly tell who’s coming,” Mills said, “The guys are kind of 
hanging around, and before you know it, they’re in the 
quarterback’s face. We did that, too.”’ 

Those blitzers coming free was one of the hallmarks of 
Ryan's innovative defense. Another was the variety of his 
alignments and coverages, and his knack for selecting the 
one that would stop an offense. The Bears made adjust-

ments week-to-week, during games and even during plays. 

So did the Stars. It was not a simplistic defense, Mills 
said. ‘You must be in the right place at the right time to 
play his style of football, and it shows.” 

IN FACT, FOOLING an offense could be Tobin’s favorite 
part of coaching defense. ' ; 

“He's an innovator and a risk taker,’’ Lush said. “‘He 
changes things every week.” His brother, Bear person- 
nel director Bill Tobin, said he always enjoyed chess. 
Coaches call matching wits their chess game. 


Tobin said he blitzed often in some games, seldom in 
others. ‘‘! try to play whatever it takes to stop the offen- 
sive team,’ he said. It might be a 4-3, as the Bears have 
used. It might be a 3-4, as most teams use on first downs. 
Tobin coached the former in Canada and the latter with 
the Stars. 

MOST LIKELY, HE’LL use atittle 4-3, a little 3-4 and 
a little of whatever he'll call the 46. ‘| want to get the best 
11 players on the field,’ he said. ‘‘Whoever they are, they'll 
play.” 

Bear players wince when they“hear 3-4 because they 
associate it with bend but don’t break. But the Giants and 
Raiders play 3-4 defenses. They're as aggressive as the 
Bears. Defensive end Richard Dent, for example, could 
become a linebacker in a 3-4 defense without much 
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change from his role in the 46. 

But Tobin will do it his way, not Ryan’s. *) wasn’t hired 
to coach the 46,” ‘he said. “You get in a tremendous 
amount of touble if you try to do something somebody else 
has done. You have to coach what you know.” 

THE BIGGEST CHANGE may be in their personalities. 


Tobin is soft-spoken and reserved. Ryan is loud and frank, 


even to the point of disagreeing openly with Ditka, “Wihy 
should he get mad if | disagree with him?"’ Ryan said. se 
don’t get mad if he disagrees with me.” 

Ditka won't miss that kind of byplay. He denied the wire- 
service report that he said he was “elated” at Ryan’s leav- 
ing, but that’s how-he acted, Ryan had been the condi- 
tion George Halas placed on the head coaching job. Now 
Ditka has his own man running the defense, although 
Tobin said he wouldn’t have taken the job without the full 
authority to run that defense. 

‘can’t believe he didn’t get to the NFL faster,”’ Lush 
said of Tobin. ‘“‘He’s kind of an introverted guy. He didn’t 
really say too much. Maybe that’s why he didn’t get the 
break he deserved earlier.” 

TOBIN’S CREDENTIALS were in order. The defense 
was the backbone of the team that won the last two USFL 
championships and played for the first one. The Stars led 
the league all three years in turnover ratio and points al- 
lowed, an average of 12.8 per game. They led in rushing 
defense twice and ranked second against the rush three 
times. Their record was 41-12-1, plus 7-1 in playoff games. 

That will get the Bears’ attention. Tobin’s success and 
his similarities to Ryan don’t mean he'll coach a defense 
as good as Ryan’s. But they mean he'll have a chance. 

Tobin's most difficult task will be selling himself to the 
players. Even Ditka said, before hiring Tobin, that Ryan's 
successor would ‘‘have to prove some things to the play- 
ers that we can play defense a number of different ways.” 
Many of them honestly believed great defense began and 
ended with Ryan. They called him “the MVP of our 
defense” and said they would be “‘just another defense’’ 
without him. Even quarterback Jim McMahon said, “We're 
not as good a team as we were a few weeks ago,” refer- 
ring to Ryan’s absence along with the devastating inju-

“| understand fully I’ll be scrutinized very much,” Tobin 
said. ‘‘I don't anticipate any problems. | think the players 
have to realize, Buddy Ryan left and went to Philadelphia. 
That regime’s over with. They can either feel sorry for 
themselves or they can button their chinstraps and play- 
more great defense for the new regime.” 

That sounded more like an order than a choice. Add a 
few curse words, and it was pretty much the way Ryan 
would have put it. 
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Vince Tobin Is-Ready To Accept The Challenge 


Vince Tobin is a lot of things. He’s quietly confident. 
He’s a person who smiles warmly and speaks plainly. He’s 
earnest, yet gritty. But to Chicago football fans who are 
in the process of learning to understand who he is, Tobin 
is, first and foremost, the Bears’ new defensive coor- 
dinator. 

He needs to be all those things, and more, because 
Tobin is following a hard-to-follow act in Lake Forest — 
that of Buddy Ryan. And nobody knows that better than 
Tobin does. 

“COMING IN HERE is obviously a tremendous 
challenge,” he affirms. ‘“‘There was the Super Bow! vic- 
tory and then the controversy about how the defense was

"tun in the past and how it'll be run in the future. 


“This job is a more high profile job than probably that 
of any other defensive coordinator job in the NFL, to be 
honest. And there’s been such an excellent defense here 
with the Bears. So, all those things put you in the spot- 
light more than you'd be in a normal defensive coordina- 
tor job. 

i could've gone to New Orleans — in fact | was head- 
ed there when Mike Ditka offered me the job. | still had 
the option to go to New Orleans,’’ he says. 

“| COULD’VE GONE to a nice, safe job down there. 
You would’ve had four, five years before anybody knows 
who you are. They have to ferret out who you are before 


they can run you out,” he laughs. 


Despite the doomsayers, Tobin doesn’t see his running 
the Bears defense as something that'll be hindered by all 
the negative speculating. 

“*A lot’s been made about whether or not the defensive 
players on the Bears will play for me,’’ he allows. “I think 
they will. The only thing you can go on is what's happened 
in the past. I’ve never had a problem in getting along with 
the players I’ve coached and I've coached at three levels 
— college, in Canada, in the USFL, and now here. 

“AND | DON’T anticipate any problems. You let the 
defensive players know what you expect of them. You treat 


‘them fairly. You let them know what you’re doing is good, 


that it’s sound, and they’ll play.”’ 
. Tobin's assignment, at least in the early going, doesn’t 
sound like an enviable one, especially in regard to the per- 
ceptions he'll be dealing with. But his boyhood prepared 
him for less-than-easy situations. 

He — along with older brother Bill, the Bears’ director 


‘of player personnel — grew up on a farm outside the Mis- 
-souri hamlet of Burlington Junction (population, 650). The 


tiny town, which derives its name from the Burlington Rail- 
road, is tucked away in the northwest corner of Missouri. 

“WHEN YOU GROW up on a farm,” Tobin points out, 
“everything’s very basic. You work to eat, and you work 
hard. | not only worked at our family’s farm; | was also 
hiring out to a neighbor’s farm by the time | was in fifth 
or sixth grade. 

“used to drive tractors for the neighbor, haul hay for 
him. | grew up knowing what hard work was. We didn’t 
have a real big farm. We had only 200 acres — 120 were 


' working acres and 80 were timber. You know, 200 acres 


is not a lot when your parents are trying to raise seven kids. 

“My, dad used to rent land from other people so that 
we could farm more land. We'd farm it and then split the 
profits — usually 50-50 — with the landowner. You raised 
most of your own food. We had corn. We had oats. We 
had beans. We had a few cows, a few pigs, a few chick- 
ens,’ he goes on. : 

“YOUR OUTLAY — WHAT you spent — was usually 
just on clothes. You rarely spent anything on food. In the 
summertime you ate fresh vegetables and in the winter- 
time you ate the vegetables you had canned in the sum- 
mertime. 

Self-sufficiency became an early reality for Tobin. 

“On the farm you learn that certain things have to be 
done at certain times. You learn responsibility. For exam- 
ple, if you don't feed the pigs, then they don’t put on 
weight. It becomes obvious that for them to be at maxi- 
mum weight they have to be fed in the morning and then

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Ditka Shares Secrets Of Success With RE/MAXers 


Chicago Bears’ head coach Mike Ditka is highly- 
regarded as a great motivator of people. During the past 
season, he led the Bears to an amazing 18-1 record and 
a resounding victory in Super Bowl XX. 

His ‘‘chip on the shoulder’”’ attitude is something which 
has become a trademark of the team and it is the main 
ingredient in the club’s success. 

«| BELIEVE IN mottos,” Ditka told the 900 people in 
attendance at the eighth annual RE/MAX of Northern Il- 
linois Awards Banquet at Indian Lakes Resort in subur- 
ban Bloomingdale on February 11. A record amount of 445 
awards were presented at the banquet which is held to 
recognize the high achievements of RE/MAXers. 

“In 1984, | simply told the team, ‘What your mind can 
conceive, and what your heart will believe, you can 
achieve.’ | think the human will is the greatest tool in the 
world. | didn’t say the human wish or the human want. 
That means nothing,”’ Ditka said. 

“A lot of people sit around wishing to win the lottery. 
That isn’t going to get you anywhere. | like the guy who 
goes out and does something about it. Anything you want 
in life you can accomplish if you are willing to do things 
a little bit differently.” 

DITKA ALSO TALKED about another motto which 
helped motivate the Bears in their quest for the Super 
Bowl. He said he told the players, ‘Second best is not 
good enough”’ following the Bears’ loss to San Francisco 
in the 1985 NFC Championship Game. 

“Anybody that is satisfied in being second in anything, 
| can guarantee you you'll be at least second, maybe third, 
fourth, fifth or sixth,’ he said. 

“If you’re satisfied at being any less than the best, then 
you will be less than the best. And if you shoot to be the 
best, you'll accomplish something because you worked 
for it. What you accomplish will be a heck of a lot better 
than if you had not tried to get to the top.” 

DITKA SAID THE reason why RE/MAX has become so 
successful is because of the dedication and desire of its 
people. He said the RE/MAXers receiving awards should 


_be proud of their accomplishments. 


“Anytime you attend a function like this, it's excellent 
for this reason: you’re being recognized for what you do; 
you're being thanked for what you do. | don’t think there’s 
any better feeling that people get than recognition: from 
their peers, from their superiors, from their parents, from 
their coaches. You must be recognized! You must be ap- 
preciated! If you’re not, you'll never do well,” he said. 

Ditka labeled successful people as “aces.” 

*“‘WHEN YOU TALK about something that is an ace, 
it is usually something that is singular and of very high 
value. | think the quality of people fall in the word ace.” 

He expounded on the key word from the letter A: at- 
titude. 

“The most important thing in life to be successful is you 
must have a good attitude. Nothing will ever happen un- 
less you have a good attitude. It’s an attitude that says 
you’re willing to pay the price. There’s an old saying: ‘At- 
titudes are contagious. Is yours worth catching?’ ” 

DITKA THEN EXPOUNDED on the key word from the 
letter C in ace: character. 

“A lot of people mix up the word character with the word 
reputation. Your reputation is simply what you perceive 
it to be. Character is what | truly am. That’s what | build 
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on. That’s my foundation,” he said. 

“When | was growing up in Aliquippa (Pennsylvania), 
| saw these three simple sentences written on a locker 
room wall: ‘When you lose your wealth, you lose nothing 
of value. When you lose your health, you lose something. 
When you lose your character, all is lost.’ It took me to 
about age 21 to figure out what that meant.” 

WHEN DITKA GOT to'the letter ‘‘E”’ in the word “‘ace’’,. 
he said there were two key words that begin with E: en- 
thusiasm and energy. 

“You've got to be enthusjastic about what you're do- 
ing. If you don’t like your job, just don’t do it because some- 


body else wants to do it better than you're going to do it. 
Enthusiasm carries you sO many places you won't go 
without it,’ he said. 

Ditka made it clear the Bears would not be successful 
if they lacked the proper attitude, character, enthusiasm 
and energy. He added RE/MAX would not have recorded 
$1.66 billion in sales in 1985 if its associates had not fol- 
lowed a winning formula. " 

‘The most important thing on our football team, regard- 
less of what people think, are the players. Not the coaches 
— the players. You people are the players in this game 
and you make it happen,” Ditka concluded.

He calls Thayer his strongest lineman and one 
that makes things happen. He made things happen to such 
an extent than when Kurt Becker limped to the sidelines 
and could not play after the third week, he proved to be 
what Ditka wants in a back-up player: an individual who 
is capable of being a starter. 

Thayer proved to be so capable that Ditka will sit back 
and watch a war for starting honors between Thayer and 
Becker, who will be attempting to come back and reclaim 
his job, next summer. 

“KURT IS GOING to have to work his butt off to get that 
job back. | don’t think anyone competes harder on our foot- 
ball team than Kurt Becker, and you have to be something 
special to keep him off the field.

Another gem out of the free-agent pool, quarterback 
Mike Tomcezak, played the role of number three quarter- 
back last year. 

‘I think Mike is just about ready to compete for some- 
thing better than third string, although | don’t know if he’s 
ready to unseat Steve Fuller for the number two spot this 
coming year,”’ said Ditka, He knows the toughest hurdle 
for Tomezak right now is patience. 

‘‘HE HAS TO LEARN how to understand defenses bet- 
ter, how to attack defenses and take what they give you, 
without trying to force anything,’ added Ditka. He wit- 


. nessed most of Tomezak’s skills in the pre-season, since 


he appeared in only six regular season games. 

Two other quality rookies, who know what it’s like to try 
to keep themselves ready and motivated when they're 
playing behind All-Pro performers, are running back Tho- 
mas Sanders and linebacker Jim Morrissey. 

“With Thomas, we've got a back-up running back who 
is a good strong power runner with good speed. He will 
punish people when they come up and hit him,” said Dit- 
ka. ‘‘He needs to improve his blocking and his pass catch- 


ing. But as a pure runner, he’s a good one.”’ Sanders, a 
ninth-round pick from Texas A&M, rushed for better than 
four yards per carry in 25 attempts, and scored one touch- 
down last season. 


WHILE SANDERS GOT his chance only when Payton 
needed a breather, Morrissey didn’t have a lot of oppor- 
tunities to move into a linebacker slot. That’s where the 
Bears feature a pair of All-Pros, and a third starter who’s 
destined for a Pro Bowl ticket in the near future. 

Mike Singletary, Otis Wilson and Wilber Marshall make 
up the phenomenal trio, which has even managed to keep 
the second-round draft pick of '84, Ron Rivera, on the 
sidelines. ’ 

Morrissey, a 12th-round choice from Michigan State, 
came up with 12 solo tackjes on the suicide squad this 
past season and nearly turned an interception into a touch- 
down in the Super Bowl romp. 

DESPITE THE DEPTH the Bears enjoy in the lineback- 
er corps, Ditka refuses to feel Morrissey will be forever 
destined to special teams play. 

“! think that he’ll challenge a little bit more. He was 
slowed this year at first by a bad shoulder, but he'll be 
better and stronger next season. | like Jim. He was very 
productive in college,’’ added Ditka. He would like to see 
Morrissey pad his 6'3”’ frame with about 15 to 20 extra 
pounds. 

For James Maness, the rookie receiver out of Texas 
Christian, his season ended halfway through the campaign 
when he was placed on injured reserve. . 

“IT’S REALLY HARD to say what the future holds for 
him,” said Ditka. “He’s had some physical problems and 
he has to overcome them. He came to camp as a speed- 
ster, but we only saw that burst once or twice from him 
and | think he has to get himself acclimated to the fact 
of whether or not he wants to play football.” 

Having caught his only touchdown pass in a pre-season 
loss at Dallas, Maness made appearances in the first eight 
games of the regular season, but caught only one pass 
for 34 yards. Those figures tell Ditka that the jury is still 
out on this rookie.

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Travel Woes Overshadowed Fans’ Celebration

With all apologies to Henny Youngman, a funny thing 
happened on my way home from the Super Bowl, or 
should | say, not so funny. Unfortunately, hundreds of 
other weary travelers can relate the same story. 

When Bear mania began to infect Chicagoland, fans 
with visions of being in the Superdome on the big day be- 
gan flooding switchboards of local travel agencies before 
Thanksgiving. Any airline or Amtrak train bound for New 
Orleans would be heading south at full capacity. 

KNOWING THE BASIC law of economics that distin- 
guishes between supply and demand, local tour groups 
took advantage of the Bear fever by arranging exclusive 
charter flights. These charters would fly the fans down to 
New Orleans, provide ground transportation to the Super- 
dome and fly them back the very same night. Not a bad 
deal, especially for those fans who either couldn't afford 
lodging, or could in no way find any rooms at local hotels. 

One of those charter packages was put together by 
Carefree Vacations, an organization which provides flights 
for 100,000 clients per year. But after its performance on 
Super Bowl Sunday, Carefree did nothing to improve its 
client retention program. 

A series of delays ranging from two to five hours, de- 
pending on which plane you ‘were earmarked for, only 
fueled hostilities on the part of the passenger. It also creat- 


xs, ed anxiety and providing a bitter aftertaste for the fans who 


were not satisfied by the announcements that told of new 
sets of delays. 

“WHAT ANGERED ME the most was the continuous 
fabrication of the stories that we were subjected to,” said 
Linda Hallguist, a passenger scheduled to depart on one 
of Carefree’s planes at 11 p.m. Hallquist found her pa- 
tience undergoing a severe test until she boarded the air- 
craft at 4 a.m. 

“No one knew what was coming next and Carefree 
didn’t even offer us as much as a cup of coffee,’’ added 
Hallquist. She claims the lack of professionalism she was

again in the evening. 
“THE SAME WITH milking a cow. If you don’t milk 

“cow, the udder gets really full, plus the cow is in a lot of 
pain. When there’s a job to be done, it’s not going to go 
away until it's done,’’ says Tobin, who retains the twang 
garnered from his Missouri origins: 
f “Whether it’s a fence that needs to be repaired. . .or 
if the cows get out at three o'clock in the morning, you 
have to go get them, no matter what time it is. When you're 
doing a job and you're eight years old or 10 years old or 
whatever, you've got to be the one who adjusts. When 
there’s a problem, there’s probably no one else to go to. 
There might be no one else around. 

‘When you grow up ona farm you grow up quicker, you 


_ learn responsibility quicker, because you're forced into it. 


On the farm, you become more self-reliant. You learn for 
ways to fix things.” . 

THAT VERY TALENT, now translated to overcoming 
offenses, has become one of Tobin's hallmarks as he has 
gone about his past defensive accomplishments. But he’s 
not a prisoner to his — or anyone else’s — impressive 
past. ‘ 

“You look at things and don’t get locked into ‘this is the 
way it's always been; we’ve got to do it this way.’ You think 
of variations. Even though they did it this way,”’ he says, 
“maybe we can make it better. Maybe we can do some- 
thing that’ll be even better.”’ 

Hmmm. See any parallel between those words and Bud- 
dy Ryan's glittering defense with the Bears? The 1986 sea- 
son should be very, very interesting.

shown will steer her clear of Carefree in the future. 

The word of mouth resulting from this situation will not 
be positive, as Carefree president Leo Sharp realizes. 

‘‘WHEN YOU MAKE A person unhappy and they seri- 
ously believe in their heart that you failed them, that you're 
inadequate and that you’re unprofessional, there is noth- 
ing you can do. They have formed their own conclusions 
and no matter what your goodwill intentions are, that still 
will not remedy how the customers will react,” explained 
Sharp. 

Of course, delays on airplanes are a fact of life. Count- 
less intangibles many times getin the way of allowing even 
the most efficient carriers the opportunity to be prompt. 
But an ugly precedent has surfaced with Carefree’s 
scheduling. 

“We booked clients: via Carefree on a recent trip to 
Jamaica. They returned complaining to us that after call- 
ing to confirm the time of their flight, they were left wait- 
ing at the airport for ten hours,”’ said the owner of a local 
travel agency. This owner wished to remain anonymous 
for fear of having the agency's name being linked with the 
operations of Carefree. 

“SITUATIONS LIKE THAT one and the Super Bow! 
package make me more aware of warning people about 
the troubles they may incur if they choose Carefree. | in- 
form them about Carefree’s packages because their rates 
are cheap, but I'll be more leary about Carefree’s credi- 
bility in the future,’’ added the owner. 

Another travel agency, which also didn’t want to identi- 
fy itself, revealed a portfolio of a troubled past for Carefree. 
It includes a 27-hour delay in Cancun. It wasn’t until 14 
hours into that delay that Carefree stepped forward to pro- 
vide lodging for the passengers, claims this agency. 

“Our agency will never promote or endorse the pack- 
ages of Carefree, and will book customers with their serv- 
ice only if they inquire about them,” the travel agent said. 

SHARP, WHO DID NOT earn respect from the cus- 


tomers who became outraged over the Super Bow! situa- 
tion, applauded the efforts of his company for the flights 
to New Orleans. He said he became frustrated himself with 
the inability to get cooperation from airport operation per- 
sonnel in New Orleans. There wasn’t even as much as 
a public address system for Sharp to utilize to keep the 
mob informed. ‘ 

“It was very difficult for the fans and we had a huge 
problem there because we were not set up for delays,” 
Sharp recailed. ; 

“We had no idea when we set the package up that these 
planes would be unable to get where they were supposed 
to be on time. We only relayed to the customers what we 
knew and what we could get from these airline opera- 
tions,” added Sharp. He made several appearances at the 
gate where these Bear fans were sitting and wondering 
aloud how long they’d be held hostage in New Orleans. 
They weren’t comforted by Sharp’s efforts. 

“HE WAS TELLING us he didn’t know where the planes 
were coming from,” said Nick Malinski, a passenger who 
like Hallquist suffered through a five-hour wait. 

“When we did finally board the aircraft, there was 
another delay. These people were just standing inside the 
aircraft with their fingers up their noses or wherever, until 
| asked what was wrong,” added Malinski. “! was told the 
plane couldn't take off because the crew was waiting for 
ice. ice! There was no one on this plane who wanted any 
ice or was worried about a.drink. We just wanted to get 
home.” 

Both Hailquist and Malinski have had letters written on 
their behalf to Carefree vacations. Three weeks from the 
time of the incident, they had not gained a response from 
Carefree. The company claims a 14-day period is need- 
ed to provide responses. 

“It’s like Watergate. It’s not just the problem that sur- 
faced, but how Carefree handled the probiem,”’ conciud- 
ed Malinski.
